Virginia and Maryland Bar Gates Against Fleeing 
Bonus Seekers; One 'Marcher* Killed, More Than 60 


Persons Injured During Hand to Hand Struggle.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Federal troops under Brig. 


Gen. Perry Miles were being concentrated at Fort Marks, Ana- 
costia, this afternoon for a second movement against bonus 
seeking veterans still remaining at the south section of the 
capital. 


Hundreds of the veterans turned back at the Virginia and 


Maryland state lines by state and county authorities have re- 
turned to the central part of Washington and during the morn- 
ing attempted to set up some sort of a crude camp about two 
blocks from the point where the bonus marchers and police 
first clashed yesterday.

BACK AT STATIONS 


Most of the troopers who took 


part in the evacuation which took 
one marchers' life and injured 66, 
returned 
to their stations today. 


Enough were left on hand however 
to guard against the return of 
bonus seekers at Camp Marks and 
the Pennsylvania-ave camp.

Heat Wave Broken by Gale as 


Several Persons Are 


Seriously Hurt

Another threatened heat wave 


was broken today by a brief, lash- 
ing hail, wind and rainstorm which 
swept the state late 
yesterday, 


causing injuries to several persons 
and 
resulting 
in considerable 


property damage. 


Cool weather is on tap for the 
state today and tomorrow, accord- 
ing to weather observers. 


Althought 
brief, 
yesterday's 


storm reached gale proportions in 
some sections ot central and south- 
western Ohio. A ten-minute bail 
and rainstorm, whipped by a 40- 
mile wind, battered Columbus and 


as directly or indirectly re- 


msible for injuries to five per- 


nus. 
At Dayton, the storm reached 


gale-like proportions. Traffic was 
badly hampered while the storm 
raged. Cars on the Cincinnati St 
Lake Erie interurban line were tied 
up for two hours. 


Three persons were injured, one 


probably fatally, at Ironton when 
the storm raced across the city, 
npping power lines and leaving the 
city in total darkness. A tree was 
ewept down over an automobile, re- 
sulting in serious injuries to the 
occupants. Mrs. Missouri Huff. 49, 
her son. Junior Huff, 5. and Hazel 
Wells. 16. 
Mrs. Huff was not ex- 


pected to live.

them relentlessly with tear gas

PILLARS OF FLAME 


The troops left a desolate black- 


ened waste in their wake. Each 
time they captured an encamp- 
ment and drove out its 
inhabi- 


tants, they applied the torch. Pil- 
lars of flame roared into thejsky 
throughout the night from various 
sections of the capital. 


This was the answer of Presi- 


ident Hoover to the refusal of the 
veterans to move from govern- 
ment property. He called out fed- 
eral troops to evacuate them after 
two riots brought injury to a doz- 
en policemen and the death of one 
veteran. He acted only after capi- 
tal police announced they could no 
longer maintain law and order. 


The casualties after a day of 


rioting and a night of evacuation 
totalled 66. This included one dead 
veteran, sixteen injured or gassed 
policemen. 34 wounded veterans, 
10 injured by-standers and 5 injur- 
ed soldiers. One veteran was shot 
and killed by a policeman, when 
mobbed by the bonus 
marchers. 


Two other, veterans were wounded 
by police fire. 


TANKS AVAILABLE 


The troops moved relentlessly. 


They used tear gas bombs liberally, 
bringing up cavalry and tanks to 
follow up each assault of the vet- 
eran encampments. 
Flames lit 


the skies all night long. 


Refugees were streaming from 


the city early this morning, each 
road leading north, west and south 
had its quota of fleeing veterans 
Hundreds of others, driven from 
their 
temporary shelters, 
were 


being housed by kind-hearted citi- 
zens, along the roads.

From now' on through the sum- 


mer, advise the market specialists 
of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, fresh garden produce will 
be found in plentiful supply 
in 


almost every community. The long- 
distance shipping season for many 
of the fruits and vegetables 
is 


over, the home-grown product is 
coming in. 


That means to the 
housewife, 


says the Bureau of Home Econ- 
omics—especially to the housewife 
who must run her table on meager 
funds—an opportunity to provide 
her family with more and at 
the 


same time cheaper fresh vegetabl- 
es, probably, than she has, been 
able to buy for many years. 


Tomatoes, suap beans, onions, 


potatoes, beets, carrots, sweet corn, 
eggs plant—m vegetable crops no 
part of the country is "off" this 
year. All sections are producing 
and the home-grown supply 
is 


large. It is large because the yield 
is normal, and because there are 
more home gardens this year than 
usual. 


Potatoes are cheap. There have 


been plenty of old potatoes, 
and 


a plentiful yield is now coming 
from all the mid-season 
potato- 


producing acres. This means that 
one of the almost daily necessities 
of life will be plentiful. They cost 
now as little as 1 or 2 cents 
a 


pound in some localities. 


The onion crop, which last year 


fell unusually short, is 
plentiful 


this year, and the price hatfe al- 
ready dropped to 3 or 4 cents in- 


stead of the 10 to 12 cents of last 
winter and early spring. 


Tomatoes, delicious homegrown 


tomatoes, ripened on the vine, im- 
portant food for babies as well as 
lor all the other members of the 
family, are coming to local mark- 
ets in great abundance and at 
prices as low or lower than 4 to 
7 cents a pound. Tomatoes are con- 
sidered cheap at a dollar a bushel 
or less, and many localities 
will 


doubtless see low prices. To the 
housewife 
who buys them in 


quantity for table use, the bureau 
offers the reminder that the best 
buy is the basket in which there

COLUMBUS, July 29.— Colum- 


bus is more taxicab conscious to- 
day that it hns been any time dur- 
ing (he past five vears. 


Coupled with that Is what off- 


hand seems a paradox, namely, the 
fact thnt the number of cabs have 
decreased during that period. 


And yet there still is one taxi 


on the street for every 670 per- 
sons, which it is believed, rom- 
pares favorably if not better than 
the number in larger cities in the 
countrv. 


Tn 192S there were 600 cabs: in 


15129. 692: in 1930. r>45: in 1931, 
800- in 1932. 557 and on July 1, 
1932 
there were only 426 cabs in 


actual operation. 


Behind the figures lies a back- 


ground of rate wars and the help- 
lessness of citv council to regulate 
the human-haulage business. 


Council "endeavored to 
control 


the taxirab business by an ordi- 
ance limiting the number of cabs 
to approximotely 250. A taxicab 
company obtained an iniunctlon 
order against the "city fathers" 
enioining them from intervening in 
the cab business. Recently, com- 
mon pleas court dismissed the or- 
der. 


However, attorneys for the com-

court and while the suit is pend- 
ing, the city is powerless.

R C. Atkinson of the 
Ohio In- 


stitute today urged that local tax- 
payers demand the preparation of I 
intelligible budgets. 


By failing to prepare and follow 


a Budget system for local units of 
government, officials ate violating 
a state law, Atkinson pointed out 
in his discussion which was 
con- 


ducted in cooperation with the ag- 
ricultural 
extension service at 


Ohio State University. The tax- 
payer has a right to insist and 
should demand that local officials 
observe good budget practices It 
is just 
as necessary for local 


government as it is for private 
business. 
Questions may well be raised, he 


said, whether an official who can- 
not make a budget estimate of the 
needs of his office for the 
next 


year is really qualified 
to hold 
that office. Furthermore, citizens | 
should insist that their officials 
keep their accounts in such a 
manner as to show whether or not 
they are living within the amounts 
they are authorized to spend. 


SOME MEANINGLESS

cough. The afflicted person brings 
ap large amounts of thick sputum, 
often having a disagreeable odor 
and occasionally containing blood. 
The cough is spasmodic. Pain is 
-arely present, but the afflicted in- 
dividual complains of shortness of 
breath. 


While 
an X-ray 
examination 


readily reveals the stretched condi- 
tion of the bronchial tubes, it is 
often difficult to make a diagnosis

of this disease without the X-rav 
picture. 


Bronchiectasi^ may be found in 


children, or in atlultb at any age, 
but it most frequently occurs be- 
tween the ages oi thirty and forty. 
It usually follows repeated colds or 
persistent undei-nourishment, and 
sometimes appear^ alter one of the 
acute diseases of childhood. 


Occupation plays a role m this 


disease. 
Continued exposure to ir- 


ritating dust or chemical vapoi, 
producing a chronic irritation and 
inflammation of the lining of the 
bronchial tubes, may result in bron- 
chiectasis. Persistent and neglected 
cases of bronchitis also may lead to 
bronchiectasis. 


The disease can be successfully 


treated only when recognized in its 
early stages. 
Predi.sposing causes 


such as focal infections, chronic 
colds, faulty diet and unhygienic 
surroundings, must be corrected 
, antly 


before any success in treatment can 
be expected. Change of climate is 
beneficial in most cases, but is not 
always necessary. 


Some persons are born with a 


tendency toward this disease, which 
then is spoken of as "congenital 
bronchiectasis." In these cases ex- 
treme care and attention must be 
given to building up and developing 
the body. Plenty of fresh air. sun- 
light and nounshins foods and pre- 
vention of nose and throat infec- 
tions are necessary for the welfare 
of such individuals.
